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EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR IT 
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ALBERTA MINES BENEFIT 


The official statement is made that 
Manitoba bought 135,000 tons of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan coal in the 
period from June 15th to Sept. 25th as 
the result of the subventions which 
were granted last May by the Dominion 
Government to the western mines. If 
the subventions helped to market that 
volume during the summer months, the 
movement should be ten times as great 
when winter arrives. 

Provided, of course, United States 
mines are not allowed to “dump” coal in 
the Manitoba market, which they were 
reported to be doing some months ago. 
If that is prevented, the outlook is that 
the Alberta mines will have a decidedly 
more prosperous season than last year, 
thanks to the assistance given them by 
Mr. Dunning. 


A QUICK TURN-OVER 


Wheat is being shipped from Van- 
couver in twice the volume that was go- 
ing out at this time last year. Charters 
already placed for October and Novem- 
ber indicate that the heavy export is to 
be continued. The movement to the 
Atlantic sea ports has also been break- 
ing records. 

Seemingly those who have wheat to 
sell, including the Pool, do not expect an 
early advance in price which would 
make it worth while to hold the grain. 
If they have correctly gauged the fu- 
ture, the sooner the crop and the huge 
surplus from last year are got to mar- 
ket the better for the owners and for 
the country. When prices leave only a 
small margin of profit, if any, a quick 
turnover is the way to make the best of 
the situation. Holding without a gain is 
losing. 

This prompt marketing of the crop 
means that the proceeds are being 
made available to the growers at the 
earliest possible moment. The farmers 
will thus save the interest charges 
they would otherwise have to pay on 
overdue bills, and will be able to buy 
now what they might have to do with- 
out for weeks or months. 

This in turn means that the wheat 
money will pass during the fall and early 
winter into the channels of trade, in- 
stead of being held out while merchants’ 
stocks lay on the shelves. Even at pre- 
sent prices the wheat available for ex- 
port is worth something more than 
$200,000,000. That amount of new 
money, set in circulation among the two 
and a half million residents of the 
prairie provinces, will make its influence 
felt, and the sooner it is released the 
stronger the influence will be. 


THE DOMINION SHOULD HELP 


Discussing the distribution of the 


$20,000,000 emergency fund voted by 


parliament, Senator Robertson, Minister 
of Labor, stated that the Government 
will contribute on a fifty-fifty basis 
with the provinces in building a trans- 
Canada highway from Sydney to Van- 
couver; besides paying forty per cent of 
the cost of general provincial highway 
work this winter. 

There are thus two classes of road 
work to which the Dominion Govern- 
ment pro to contribute; the carry- 
ing on of ordinary provincial highway 
work, and the building of a trans-Can- 
ada highway. 

A glance at the map wil! show that 
the highway systems of Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario 
are already connected up, and that a 
trans-Canada highway is thus alreadv a 
fact from the Atlantic coast to the edge 
of the unsettled territory in northern 
Ontario. The roadway systems of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and Bri- 
tish Columbia are also connected, with 
the exception of the link between Gol- 
den and Revelstoke, 
under construction; and from the 
Pacific to the western border of Ontario 
a trans-Canada highway is thus also 
practically an accomplished fact.

That case is all the stronger because, 
unless such a grant is given, the 
Dominion contribution to the national 
highway will amount simply to a sub- 
sidy to the province of Ontario to assist 
in the building of a highway through 
its northern territory. 

As the Dominion is to assist in high. 
way construction, there is no more 
reason why the province of Alberta 
should have to bear the whole cost of 
the Jasper highway than that the prov- 
ince of Ontario should have to bear the 
whole cost of driving a highway through 
the northern district of that province. 
For provincial purposes the one road is 
no more needed than the other. For 
Dominion pur the Jasper highway 
is more needed than a northern Ontario 
highway, because until it is built the 
biggest Dominion park in Canada is cut 
off from the motor traffic of the 
continent. 

There is no reason to suppose the 
Dominion Government woyld refuse to 
consider the Jasper highway as part of 
the trans-Canada highway in the distri- 
bution of this fund, and no reason why 
it should refuse. The Provincial Govern- 
ment should certainly extend the 
invitation, in the most urgent terms 
possible. For with the Dominion con- 
tributing on a fifty-fifty basis, the 
Jasper highway could be completed 
within a year, and its construction 
would provide employment for a large 
number of men in a section where 
ordinary road-making is not being 
carried on to any great extent.

John Lyon, founder of Harrow school, died October 3, 1592. Many men 
Could John Lyon walk around the town 
that now encompasses the second of England’s greatest schools, or pop in 
when the sun is shining at Lords on the Eton and Harrow cricket festival, 
he woukl be justified in ejaculating a few Elizabethan expressions of aston- 
ishment.

From his couch the declinirg 
Louis applauded as vigorously as his 
condition would permit. 

This imperious and crafty mon- 
arch found a lot of time for animal 
friendships. Ever warring with 
Charies the Boki of Burgundy, and 
Maximilan of Austria, and busy in 
his efforts to consolidate the French 
monarchy ard put an end to feu- 
dalism. he still found opportunity to 
interest himself in vast numbers of 
pets, particularly canine ones. 

He owned dogs of every race and 
every nation. Persons who wished 
to curry favor with him gave him 
fine dogs 

The Seneschal de Breze sent him 
the best trained rabbit dog in the 
kingdom. Thomas Langton, the 
British ambassador, made him a 
present of six blooded puppies. Five 
fine rabbit dogs arrived from the 
King of Scotland. Laurent de Med- 
icis sent him a huge beast to guard 
his chamber. 

Louls’s passion for dogs was so 
grea, that he could never get enough 
of them. He was always seeking 
more, 

Once he gave a fine mule to the 
Duke of Orleans. But there was a 
string attached. The Duke had some 
highly trained hunting dogs. “I am 
sending you this mule,” wrote the 
King, “in hopes you will give me a 
rabb.t dog.” 

The marriage settlement of Guy de 
Nonanecourt provided that he should 
furnish the King with a rabbit dog 
every year. 

Louls held as a prisoner the Sieur 
de Pelhain, The latter, knowing of 
a rare dog belonging to a {friend in 
Alsace, thought he might gain his 
freedom if he got the animal for 
Louls.
